Ferry. We were encamped on the edge of 
town, and in the evening some of the '^boys" 
strayed into the city. Unwittingly they gut 
into a tectton of the Fourth Ward, which was 
a hotfbed of riot and murder, and, taking me 
to one side, a rather rough'looking chap 
whispered, *'Pardner, if you take a friend's ad- 
vice yonUl get out of here!" I thanked him— 
and lost no time in taking his advice; and I 
guess that's why I am here today. 

I took a short stroll through the "burnt dis* 
triot," and found many reminders of the big 
blaze, though there are hundreds of workmen 
restoring the buildings, many of them more 
imposing than before. 

Baltimore has been classed by many as » 
beautiful city; but, even with her lack of streets 
and all her other faults, I wouldn't swap Mays- 
ville for the whole darned burg.
